The same mail that brought the foregoing notice also carried
a notice from the severdl railroads serving Tonopab that vates on
all classes of freight would be advaneced and the newspaper in-
dustry would be one of the hardest hit in the country, But,
satigfied with waging a war of extermination against the small
publisher, the administration had added the onerous burden of
additional zone muiling charges, the details of which dare sufficient
to gonsume the entire time of one man in keeping track of the
different jmposts. This business management of the railroads does
not contemplate any undue hardship for builders of locomotives,
ears or foundaries who have been notified that the government is
about to expend $800,000.000 for the purposs of improving trans.
